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President Carters announcement to _establish full 
diplomatic relations with Peking on Dec. 15 was a 
long-expected decision. 

Since former President Nixon's trip to China in 
1972 and the signing of the Shanghai Communique， 
the two sides have had almost seven years to DPIepare 
for full normalization of relations. During these seven 
years，the United States has been led by three 
presidents，and China has lost several of her senior 
leaders including Mao and Chou. The U.S. has seen a 
president step down in disgrace,China has seen a top 
leader (Teng Hsiao-ping) return from disgrace and 
then be attacked again, only to surface to pIOminence 
a second time last year. Vice Premier Teng will Vis 让 
Washington next month. Certainly，a lot of changes 
can OccUT in SeVven yearS. 

Most Chinese Americans would applaud normal:- 
ization of relations between Washington and Peking， 
just as they would agree with the president that the 
U.S should maintain trade and cultural ties with 
Taiwan. Chinese Americans would like to see oOUT 
government have a good and friendly relationship 
with all the Chinese, both the ones on the mainland 
and those in Taiwan. It is our hope that Taipei and 
Peking resolve their differences through peaceful 
means. But how and when they reach an agreement is 
China's internal affair. We，who are citizens of the 
U.S$. andnot of China, should not interfere, 

Most Chinese Americans stay away from the 
political activities of China.， Years ago when 
Washington recognized Taipei，it was a mistake to 
believe that all Chinese Americans were Nationajlists. 
Now, with Washington about to move its embassy to 
Peking, ii would be just as big a mistake to predict 
that the Chinese American community will turn 
Comrmunist， 

The Nationalists have a commission which sends 
agents to Work in all overseas Chinese communities， 
Through the efforts of these agents and their zealous 
supporters，many of our commnunities have turned 
into small battlegrounds for left-wing and right-wing 
groups. This type of conflict is not healthy for Chinese 
Americans who are beginning to develop political 
awareness and are willing to be involved in local 
political activities. When Taipei recalls its diplomatic 
personnel from the U.S.，we urge that these agents 
位 om the Overseas Chinese Commission be recalled， 
too， 

Peking，however，also has an office of overseas 
Chinese affairs. So far, they have been involved with 
works such as the settlement of returned overseas 
Chinese in China，as in the case of thousands of 
Chinese from Vietnam recently.， There is little 
evidence that they send agents into Chinese American 
communities. If Peking knows how the Nationalist 
agents” activities have hurt the cause of Taiwan, they 
would refrain from making the same mistake. 

When the U.S$. Switches recognition from 工 aipei to 
Peking, there is no need for our community to hastily 
hoist the Communist 弛 ag， hat our community 
organizations should do is to lower the Nationalist 
fag，and fy the star-spangled_ banner，We are 
longing to see our community freed 他 om the 

_domination of pro-Nationalist elements. Community 
organizations and groups should be in the hands of 


our 1local residents. Instead of working for the 


Nationalist or Communist cause，Chinese Americans 
should devote our energy toward issues which involve 
those who live in the U.9. 口
